The electro-motor a is suspended at h 
from a transverse member t of the frame. 
Its casing has a rearward extension d in 
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which is mounted a wonn sh-af t e enffa^ing 
a worm "wheel / keyed to the wiheel asle 
A helical spring /, which supports a 
transverse member k of the frame, rests 
nil a iiann:e h of the extenmon d. ^

claim is : — ■ 

^Jl electrii-ally propelled road vehicle 
having independently su.'^pended and sepa- 
rately driven wheels each carried by a 
pivoted arm formed by the tasing of the 
motor and transmission gear driving the 
wlteel. the aj-m being pirota'lly suspended 
from a transverse member projecting 
litlernlly from a longitudinal frame mem- 
ber, with a .spring interposed between the 
arm and the rhas.sis frame and with the 
motfir .shaft and ti-an.^imia.siou gear below 
the level nf the wheel axle.
